Washington, March 4.— The senate 
■was called to order at 10 o'clock for 
last Bitting of the Fifty-seventh 
imvim- Pretldent pro tem. Frye 
^1, as usual, on the minute In as- 
dKdiBt tn the seat of the presiding 
oflcer. But only about a dozen Sen 
^oni faced him. The countenances of 

£t of them bore evidence of the 
prolonged session^ of- lifmday apd 
idajr, but the IndioaflMl (ktigue 
soon vanished and business proceed- 
ed smoattaly. The crowd In the gal- 
leries was large. 

l|r. Allison, chairman of the com- 
mlttee on appropriations, made a 
statement regarding the amount of 
money appropriated by the present 
congress, as compared with the ap- 
propriations of the Fifty sixth con- 
gM«. The total appropriation for the 
present congress, he eald. was S1.G54.- 
10S.518. as compared with 11.440,489.- 
438 for the Fifty-sixth congress, it 
was a curious but a necesaary thing, 
he said, to make this comparison in 
detail than by a mere statement of 
aggregation. The flrit and moat Im- 
portant item included In tbla state- 
ment for the present coneress is an 
appropriation of $50,150,000 for the 
tt^a^t^n*' aw»al. wblph, he said, ac- 
eomts fbr nearly one-halt of tbe in- 
crease. There is also, be said, an ag- 
gregate appropriation for the postofllce 
department of $153,401,549 for the 
He;st fiscal year, as compared with 
IlipStOOO.QOO for the current year, mak 
tag a difference ot,inpr^ tl^pn ^MOO. 
OM), In excess of the appropriations of 
last congress for the postal serv- 
lep, "^Ijla. l»e explained, arises from 
tite enohilous increase in expenditures 
caused by increased postal busipess. 
Then, too. he said, tbe rural free de- 
livery service required large sums. 

Mr. Hoar spoke on the Philippine 
bill, which had been (li>;p!aced. The 
blli had been talked to deatn. he said. 
IMa WM not In criticism of senators 
who think that In tbe eloalpg, bonra of 
tbe session this remedy shall not be 
dealt with in an hour The point he 
made, he eaid, waa that the senate, 
the executive, the house of renresenta- 
tives and the public are not lit to gov- 
•m the deatlnae of a people 8,000 
miles away who have no voice in the 
government. "It is the first great ob- 
ject IcBHon." said he. "of th» wretelied- 
neea, the iniquity of what the Ameri- 
oMi people did two years ago In re 
gM*d to theae people." 

Mt. Lodge made a ▼Igorous reply to 
Mr. Hoar, in which he said he did not 
agree with him in the view that the 
American people are not able to deal 
with the great problraa tn tbe east. 

Acting upon a resolution. President 
Pro Tem. Fryo appointed Messrs. Al- 
lison and .Jones (Ark ) a committee 
to meet a similar committee from the 
bpose and notify the president that 
eingreti wh ready to adioum.

Although members 
htUt had Utile more than time to go 
home for baths, freab iin^n and break- 
fgst in the Interim since the adjourn- 
aaent shortly before daylight. tht«y 
wore back in their placea fp;-. tiie clos- 
ing ceremonies. The leaders on both 
' sld^B were among the earliest arrlrala. 
Ab Is usual, the scenes in conpectlon 
wUii the closing attracted vast crowds. 

Tbe speaker, despite tbe strain of 
t|o last few days, looked smiling and 
^|r«ne as he faced the house, gaT'Ol 
^d. Mr. Richardson, the mftiority 
le^er, who has been conducting the 
IjiBg filibuster, was on his feet, smll- 
% back at the speaker. Tl|« Demo- 
cratic minority was determined to 
make good their threat, made when 
Mr. Butler of Missouri wa.s nnweated 
l^t Thursday, and to filibuster to the 
epd of the session. As soon as the 
speaker's gavel fell he announced 
l^andly that nn quorum was present, 
^d ther»upoB Mr. Payne, tl)e maj^ 



ity leader, moved a call of the house. 

As tbe nfi mil waa concluded a re- 
markablo seone oeourred. Speaker 
Hi^fploB ytolded tho gaT«l to Mr. 

dannon, the Incoming apohkor. As the 

latter took the chair tho members 
broke Into a burst of applause. In 
which the galleries Joined. Mr. Payne, 
majoritr leader, then arose and of- 
fered a resolution of thanks to tho re- 
tiring spei^ker. As he concluded with 
a glowing tribute to Speaker Hender- 
son, the whole Republican side broke 
Into hearty applause. But there was 
dead sUenoe on tbe Democratic side. 
Tbe resolnUoa waa adoptod. 

Speaker KaQderson was visibly af- 
ffecte/l when be delivered his va1edl(^ 
tory. It was largely an appeal to 
pattiotism, and was greeted with an 
Immense demonstration. When the 
house was finally declared adjourned 
sine die at IS: OS the whole member 
ship united In singing the national an- 
them. The members, still aiqging, then 
filed down to the speaker's Hoiitrum tO 
bid the speaker farewell. 

Cannon's Vigorous Protest. 
Washington, March 4. — The speech 
of Representative Cannon, eb4lrm#4 
of the appropriations committee, de- 
livered In the house on the conference 
report on the general deficiency ap- 
propriation bill, protesting against the 
"legislation blackmail" and insisting 
on tbe rigbt ot a majoritr to rule In 
the senate. In view of the fact that be 
is to be speaker of tbe next house, is 
regarded as foreshadowing a contest 
upon this question. The scene when 
Mr. Cannon delivered the speech waa 
the most remarkable of this oongnMi 
in the house. Mr. Cannon concluded: 
"I did not believe In statehood, and 1 
am putting now the strongest case 
against my own party, but a majority 
of the leople. voiced in the senate and 
the lionse. bad tbo right to have Its 
will expressed. In my opinion, an- 
other body, under these methods, must 
change Its method of procedure, or 
our body, backed UK lv.y>t,ira^^' 
comp^^ the change; mm Ihla body, 
doso to tbe people, shall become a 
mere ianderer — a mere tender of 
the pregnant binges of the knee, 
to submit to what any one mem- 
ber of another body may demand 
of tbis, body aa » price for iefllsla> 
tlon.-* 



Retiring Senators. 
Washington. March 4. — ^The session 
of the senate was Interesting, not 
alone Ify tbe ofBelill proceedings on 
the floor of the chamber. Incident to 
the last day of a congress, but by 
many occurences which were purely 
social In their character, due to the 
fact that tbe day marked the cloee of 
many cpireers In the senate. Of the 30 
senators whose terms expired when 
the presiding officer's gavel fell at 
noon, 13 failed to secure reelection, 
either through defeat or tbrousrh their 
own refusals to enter the oontestt in 
their various states. Included In t' e 
number whose official presence In the 
chamber will no longer be noted are 
six Republicans and seven Den^ocrat.s. 
as follows: Senaiori Jopea (Nevada). 
Wellington (Md.), Deboe (Ky.). Prit- 
chard (N. C). Mason (III.), Mason 
(Ore.). Harris (Kan.), Turner (Wash.). 
Heltfeld (Ida.). McLaurln (S. C). 
Jones (Ark ), Voat (Mo.), and Raw- 
lins (Wyo). 

Crowninshleld's Retirement. 
Washington. March 4. — Rear Admi- 
ral A. R. Crowninshield. tp command 
of tbe IBhiropean station, on the Chi- 
cago, has asked to be retired, and b|a 
request has been granted by cable. H. 
H. Ward, flag lieutenant of Admiral 
Crowninshield, has tendered his resig- 
nation to tbe navy department.

HAS A PRIVATE TALK AT THE JAIL 



Prisoner Clfllfns He Is Not Right 
la Mb n»ad and Tells Why He 
Tob^ AlU-Bemalos of Ha»> 
■eh Ooddard Ktiafp. 



Hamilton. O., March 4.— The reason 
for the making of all of his confes- 
sions was given by Knapp to his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Sadie Wenzel. The prisoner 
harbors ill will agalnat his sister. 
Mary King, and her husband, and does 
not attempt to comtial It when he 
charges that they betrayed him. "They 
told on me." he said, "so I Just thought 
tha)^ I w)>uI4l teU. OTerytlUng, and if 
they are lodMstf foe dtegrace ttiey 

could have the disgrace of It all. I 
hope they are satlsfled now, I would 
like to have had the money to bury 
Hannah," said ICnapp when told that 
there was no question of the identity 
of the body, "but as the Kings have 
butted in and say they are going to 
bury her, they can do it " 

Friends of the late Hannah Goddard 
Knapp, tbe murdered woman, further 
identified tbe gold band ring and wire 
earrings found on tbe corpse, and 
from general appearances pronounced 
the body to be that of Mrs. Knapp. 
It was the intention to let Knapn see 
the body, but under the objection of 
the prosecuting attorney It was not 
done. 

Knapp's last wife, formerly Anna 
Gamble, was here from IiidianapoliK 
and bad bad a private and affecting 
interview with Kn^pp at tbe Jail. She 
believes him to be innocent, and still 
maintains her devotion to him. 

Mrs. Knapp said further: "It Is 
true that he only choked me in his 
sleep. It Is not true that I have threat- 
ened Mra, KipfU Hlnapp'a sister in Cln> 
cinnatl.'Wbo waa reported to have op- 
posed my marriage to Knapp. I have 
threatened no one. and I will make 
trouble for no one. All I want is to 
be let alone. If they take my husband 
to tbe chair I want to die. I am ao 
lonely." • 

Knapp Is unquestionably shrewd 
enough to make in.'-nnity his defense 
for his crimes. He is the vainest man 
ever confined in the Jail here. 

Knapp said: "I'm q^t rigbt In my 
head, for If ! was I would not do such 
things as T have done. There's no 
doubt about that. I've got poison in 
my head at times, and especially after 
I have amoked a cigar. It aeema to 
set things to working In my bead." 

Miss LIda Sterritt of this city, half 
sister of Hannah Knapp, was shown 
the jewelry as she lay ill In bed. She 
at once declared them to be those 
worn by the murdered woman. An- 
other half sister afterward alao Iden- 
tified tbe Jewelry, making the tovarth 
relatives to Identify these ariidea. 

Qrand Jury's Report. 

Elizabeth. N. J.. March 4.— The Un- 
ion county grand Jury, which has been 
conducting an inquiry Into the wreck 
on the New Jersey Central railroad 
near Westfleld on Jan. 27, made a pre- 
sentment to Judge Vail. Tbe grand 
Jury finds that Engineer Davis of the 
Philadelphia and Reading train which 
crashed into the Easton local express, 
was primarily responsible for the 
wreck, he having passed signals set 
against him. but that a leaky injector 
bad enveloped his esr with steam, ob- 
scuring Ms view. The jury say the 
cars were of ancient make and weakly 
put together, and that they were heat- 
ed by coal stoves. 

Flood in the Ohio. 
Cincinnati, .March 4 — The river 
reached 52 feet here and is rising slow- 
ly. The weather bureau sent out warn- 
ings for a limit of 53 feet. Tbis is 
three feet above the danger line here 
and two feet below any Interference 
with railways. There is no interrup- 
tion to traffic. The weather bureau 
reports that tbe riee la over aa. fwr 
down as Portamooth.

EASTERN TOBACCO GROWEBS. 



They Have Porned a Ceabiae Is Pight tke 
Inal— The KeatMkj iwertertei. 

BraiKonaLD, Mass., March S.—1ttm 

England tobacco growers, representing a 
product valued at 16,000,000 annually, 
to-day eflTected an organisation tbe 
avowed pnrpoee of which is to combat 
the Ama rt se a Tebaoeo Company. 

Tbe oiRaoiaation will be known as tbe 
New Finland Toj^eeee GMrowera' Corpoia- 
tloo, and will be ineorpOMted in Mas- 
sachusetts with a paid in capital of $60,- 
000, divided into 10,000 sbarea. Tbe oor- 
poraMoa will have ao peit ia the growing 
of tobacco, but will establiih centrally lo- 
cated warehooses at which tbe tobacco of 
stockholdete will be eaaorted, graded and 
sold. Growers who enter tbe corporation 
will be held in line by an ironclad agree- 
ment haviftg a forfeit clause attached. 

Tbe most extensive growers in New 
England were preeent at to-day's conven- 
tion, and it ia expected that within two 

weekitbf iMm wttl be, a aoit ia igvor 
of the plan. Fneefe of ffew England to- 
bacco have fallen steadily since October, 
but tbe qootationa oi packers to manu' 
factnren have not weakened. The grow* 
ers attribute this condition to the activity 
of tbe American Tobacco Company 
which, it ia ailefled, hea inflnenoed in- 
dependent buyers to shade prices, which 
are now the lowest since 1897. 



Tbis ia patterned aomewbat alter the 
proposed Ibbaeoo Orowen' Association 

of tbe white burley district now being 
organised in Kentucky. Tbe essential 
object of the sasodation ia to reaiat the 
trust or as it is called the Continental 
Tobacco Company and form a competing 
organisation or at Isaet compel the trust 
to aooofd tbe tobacco growers better 
tceatment. It must not be understood 
that this organisation ia dedgnad to take 
in the tobaoop growers of the oonptry or 
evenall of theKentnckygrowem. There 
ii a certain smsll section of Kentucky, 
principally tbe central and northeastern 
part of it, with one or two counties in 
Ohio, which produces white btirley, a 
fine tobacco, light in color, soitabie for 
the fine smoking and other maooiactured 
brands. It used to bring excellent prices 
in tbe tobacco market, as it is in demand 
all overtheworld. Tan, twelve and even 
more cents a pound for ordinary brande. 
To-day tbe price averages about ti cents 
Tbe growers attribute tbis condition to 
tbe sction of tbe trust, at whose mercy 
they consider themselves. Tbey look 
upon tbe tobacco warehousemen as in 
leagoe with the trusts. Tbey therefore 
want to emancipate themselves from tbis 
thraldom and oppression. 

Mr. Hawkins, who is at work organiz- 
ing the esaodation, estimates that tbe 
white burley district produces two hun- 
dred million pounds of tobacco annually. 
Tbe assoelalJon mtf^t be eaenred of 
handling sixty per cent, of this or one 
hundred and twenty million pounds. 
He estimated that after paying the farmer 
twelve cents for bis tobacco, the associa- 
tion would have one cent a pound prolit. 
This would be practically donbling the 
present price. It seems, according to 
Mr. Hawkins, that between tbe price 
paid to the growers and the price paid 
by tbe public, there ia a rake off oi six 
cents a pound somewhere and be asks 
who is getting al! this money'.' He 
answers tbe question himself by saying 
that it ia the Oontloeatal Tsbeooo trast 
He wantfl the tobacco growers them- 
selves to have these six cents, and be- 
lievse they oaa get it by makiag the 
eff'ort. 

At the recent meeting of tbe growers 
in Lexington the Secretary stated that 
tbe Tobacco Growers' Association will be 
folly orgaized by May 1 and that beyond 
a doubt tbe association would handle 
tbe next crop of "white burley." 

It was decided by tbe committee to in- 
crease the capitalization of the aseocia- 
tioii to $fifiO0JW isstead of |3,ooo,OQO. 
The a s eosi at io B bee beea incorporated 
under the laws of South Dakota and 
al>oot $100,000 of the sto^k subscribed 
has beea peld op. The abaree are worth 
$10 each, but the subscribers are as yet 
asked to pay ooly a tnum per cent. This 
is for thaafosUatol lbe.aaaooiation natil 
the nrnaimil wianiaattaai laeffteted.

Tbis time, 
however, the Yangtze region and every 
port must rise simultaneously, and for 
this purivise all the YanRtze defenses 
are being brought to the highest state 
of effectlvenefls. 

Russia is very much alive to the sit- 
uation. The latest information re- 
ceived at St. Petersburg from the so 
cret emissaries of the Rnss*an loca- 
tion at Peking Indicates tliiit nearly 
the whole Celestial empire is ramified 
by a huge network of secret Boxer 
committees, which only await an op- 
portunity and given signal to sweep 
the detailed t^ bltaa oat p t the opapt^- 

Fighting in Macedonia. 

Constantinople, March 4. — increasing 
numbers of nulKarlan revDlutlonary 
bands are operating in Macedonia, apd 
the frequency of stiff enoonateri. be- 
tween them and Turkish forces ia re- 
garded here as indicating that a gen- 
eral rising bnii already begun. The 
Inhabitants appear not only to be shel- 
tering these banda, but to be inform- 
ing them of the movements of the 
troops, thus enabling tbe revolution* 
ists to evade pursuit. The telegraph 
wires are being cut by the revolution- 
ises, who are determinedly opposing 
tbe troops whenever they encounter 
them. The aggregate loaeee on both 
aidea have been heavy. 

Lest Hsr Libel Suit 
London, March 4. — Lady Cook, the 

widow of Sir Francis Cook, better 
"known In New York as Tennie C. 
Clafllii, lost the libel suit brought 
again it her by her former aecretary, 
the Jury returning a verdict In bla fa> 
vor for $2,750. The plaintiff sought to 
recover 160.000, because he alleged 
Lady Cook said Wallace had tried to. 
blackmail her. 

Excitement In Honduras. 
Mobile. Ala., .March 4. — The ex- 
citement is so great at Puerto Cortex. 
Honduras, and labor ao aearce, be- 
cause it has fled to the interior, that 
the steamer Espano sailed for Mobile 
Saturday and brinRs $70,000 in coin 
shipped out by Puerto Cortez mer- 
chants for Fafe keeping.
